The plants are engaged in pro- 
ducing $100,000,000 worth of air- 
plane armament and electrically 
operated turrets for the Air Force | 
and the Navy.

. about 2000 of the 2500 production 
workers on the day shift refused

At the Emerson plant in Wash- 
ington Park, near East St. Louis, 
a majority of the 1000 production 
workers on the day shift went to | 
their jobs and kept that plant 
running at “about two-thirds of 
normal,” officials said. A large 
number of those on the evening 
shift also ignored the pickets. 

The guards, who went on strike 
yesterday, are not employed by 
the Emerson Co. They are em- 
ployes of the Pinkerton National 
Detective Agency, which has a 
contract with the electrical com- 
pany to supply. guards for its 
premises. They are not on strike 
against Emerson, 

Julius Manring, business agent 
of Local 19, Internationa! Guards 
Union ‘of America, independent, 
said 32 guards were on strike at 
the Jennings plant and 10 on the 
East Side. The picketing, he said, 
was not intended to keep other 
workers from their jobs but to 
compel the: Pinkerton agency to | 
recognize the union. as a bargain- 
ing agent. 

Meeting by CIO Board. 

The executive board of Local 
1102, CIO International Union 
of Electrical Workers, met 
throughout the day presumably 
to decide whether to order the 
CIO workers back to their jobs. 
No decision was announced and 
there were indications the issue 
had been referred to national 
headquarters of the union in 
Wassington. 

“Their consciences are their 
guides when they see a picket 
line.” a union spokesman told the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Gilbert F.. Craig, personnel di- 
rector of Emerson, said: “We're 
caught in the middle of a fight 
we are powerless to settle. We 
are depending on the responsible 
officers of Local 1102 to use their 
influence to end- absenteeism by 
their members.” 

Hundreds of the production 
workers showed up at the plant 
this afternoon to receive their 
pay checks and then went away. 

Craig said he had been in- 
formed ‘by officers of the AFL 
teamsters union that its members 
would continue to make deliveries 
at the plant, thereby assuring 
regular arrivals of materials. 

C. N. Welsch, manager of the 
Pinkerton agency here, said he 
had never heard of the guards’ 


union or had any dealing with it. |, 


He said another union sought bar- 
gaining rights for the guards in a 
National Labor: Relations Board 
election three weeks ago but was 
defeated. 


The Jennings plant has about 
3600 production employes work- 
ing on three shifts. There is a 
total of about 1500 such workers

the conflict that you are going to 
be defeated. 

“This is a global proposition, 
and you can’t let one half the 
world slide into slavery and just 
confine yourself to defending the 
other. You have got to hold 
every place.” 

Europe Not His Area, 


fending “every. place,”” McMahon 
asked whether he thought we 
were ready to withstand a Rus- 
sian attack in Western Europe 
today. The General replied: 
“Senator, I have asked you sev- 
eral times not to involve me in 
anything except my own area. My 
concepts on global defense are 
not what I am here to testify on. 
I don’t pretend to be an authority 
on those things. : 
“When I was the Chief of 
Staff 20 years ago, that was my 
problem and I-would have an- 
swered it. The Chiefs of Staff or 
others here are the ones to an- 
swer that query, not me.’ 
McMahon observed that this 
answer seemed to concede that 
the Joint Chiefs, having access to 
global intelligence, had made 
global defense plans which were 
contrary to MacArthur’s recom- 
mendations for extending the war 
in Korea. 
The general retorted that Joint 
Chiefs had agreed with him on

Gloves-Off Exchange. 
The transcript indicated that 
the Senator ind the general were 
going at each other without 
gloves.

BEST-SELLER LISTS 


NEW YORK, May 4(AP)—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur has cracked 
the best-seller lists with the by- 
products of his “old soldiers” 
speech to Congress April 19. All 
told, recordings of the dramatic 
address are expected to reach 4a 
total sale of 2,000,000. 

Equally “phenomenal” sales are 
reported for the hastily: produced 
records of the “Old Soldiers 
Never Die” ballad, which the gen- 
eral’s speech revived into an 
over-night hiv. 

The address is out in book 
form, too. Rand-McNally printed 
250,000 copies at 50 cents each 
and report, “all the distributors 
have gobbled them up; they’re 
selling very fast.” 

Columbia Records estimates its 
sales of records of the speech at 
between 10,000 and 15,000 a day. 
RCA Victor says its total up to 
now is 150,000. Capitol records 
say it is selling “several thou- 
sand’ a day. Mercury records 
have sold about 40,000 to date. 
The various companies explain no 
royalties are involved since the 
address belongs to the “public do- 
main.”

Is World Politics, But Some Gains 
Arise From Close-to-Bedrock Talks 


Deadlock Issue Is ‘Level of Arms’ Versus 
‘Reduction of Arms’—Two Side&S Near 
Agreement on How to Discuss Germany, 
West Agrees to Take Up Trieste.

sun has set, a sad*and moody body of men make their way 


Aino ns every evening for seven long weeks, well after the 


down the curving stairs of the Pink Palace in Paris, climb 
into their waiting limousines and are whisked away to their em- 
bassies and offices to report to waiting governments on the pros- 


pects of war and peace. 


These men are the deputies of the foreign ministers of the 
United States, Britain, France and Russia, now plowing their way 
through the uncountable thousands of words to decide how a little 
paper, of no more than 150 words, shall be, precisely phrased. If 
they can not agree on the phrasing, there will be no agenda for 
their chiefs, and the cold war will continue. 


The routine of these men is 
probably more grim and devoid 
of glamor than any other confer- 
ence of men called for such high 
purpose. 

In the morning, the three 
Western Allies usually meet for 
an hour or so at the French For- 
eign Ministry to decide joint 
policy. In the afternoon, at 4 or 
5, the three meet with Andrei A. 
Gromyko, -the Soviet deputy for- 
eign minister, of a session that 
runs from three to five hours, 
broken only by a tea-time inter- 
mission at 6 o’clock. 

The tea-time hour, say some 
of the Western delegates, is the 
hardest of all, for then they must 
make friendly small talk with 
Gromyko and by now the topic 
of the weather has been ex- 
hausted. 

To some, the interminable 
meetings—the deputies are now 
avproaching their "fortieth ses- 
sion—seem like endless exer- 
ese in semantics—in the mean- 
int of words. 

In reality, this conference 
has come closer to bedrock than 
any other meeting of East and 
West since the war. 

But the tedious daily routine 
of the conferences must be ig- 
nored to see how far the depu- 
ties have come in understand- 
ing each other and, having 
come thus far, their total in- 
ability to bridge the gap of 
modern politics. 

Originally, each side brought in 
a set of three points which they 

suggested the foreign ministers 
might discuss. The West sug- 
gested an examination of the 
causes of tension and the means 
to end them, the settlement of 
the Austrian peace treaty, and the 
problem of German unity and a 
German peace treaty. The Rus- 
sians suggested the foreign min- 
isters might discuss the Potsdam 
Agreement on Germany, the 
withdrawal of occupying powers 
from Germany, and reduction of 
arms. 
These were skirmishing points. 
By the second week, the deputies 
had reached their point of dead- 
lock on the issue of “level of 
arms” versus “reduction of arms. 
There, with minor give and take, 
they have remained ever since. 

Problem of World Politics. 
The deadlocked issue is the 

care. problem of world politics 
today and cannot be understood 
in its naked words without pin- 
ning them against the background 
of real power politics in Europe. 

These politics start from the 
fact that the Russians have an 
enormous preponderance of mili- 
tary force in the heart of Europe 
-..60 to 80 divisions—against the 
West’s 9. The West feels that 
there can be no real peace while 
these divisions are pointed like a 
cocked gun at the presently fee~ 
ble Western democracies. For the 
past five months the Western 
powers have been rearming. 

The Russian position in this 
conference has been. unchanging, 
reflecting an, unyielding position 
on Moscow. The Russians wish 
to maintain their present ratio 
of preponderance. The easiest 
way to do that is to have all 
powers subscribe to a flat, across- 
the-board reduction or limitation 
of arms that would freeze Rus- 
sian military superiority near its 
present proportions. 

Tactically, the Russian position 
at the conference shifts from 
week to week, sometimes to ex- 
plore differences _among the 
Western Allies, sometimes to 
score a propaganda -point useful 
in the war of ideas. 

Position of West on Problem. 

The Western position on this 

core problem is equally adamant. 
The Western deputies will not en- 
tertain any phrase or wording 
that suggests they bind them- 
selves to reduce their arms be- 
fore the world examines, public- 
ly, the Russian army in being 
which provokes the Western arms 
effort. ; 
The. minor tactical points, 
sallies and counter-marches of 
the conference are not without 
importance. For the first time 
‘since the war, the Russians 
have consented to drop the 
word Potsdam in_ discussing 
Germany. 

The two sides are in near 
agreement on how Germany 
shall be discussed. 

The West has yielded and 
agreed to discuss the situation 
in Trieste 


The West wants to explore 
the arms and power of Russia’s 


satellites where it believes the | 


peace treaties have been violat- 
ed; the Russians have countered 
by demanding an examination 
of the peace treaty with Italy. 
But on the core , little 
progress has been made. Rus- 
sians are desperately anxious to 
slow the course of western re- 
armament, but the West will not 
let them carry back any promise 
to diseuss “level of arms.” Any 
other phrasing could be inflated 
by Russian propaganda organs as 
a commitment to reduce arms im- 
mediately and We used to embar- 
rass the Western program just 
under way. 
There have been very serious 
differences of tactics among the

Western partners. British, French 
and Americans are all solidly 
agreed that Russian preponder- 
ance of power in Europe cannot 
be tolerated longer, but the Brit- 
ish are far more eager to get the 
four great powers to a conference 
table than are the Americans, 


The British Position. 


Pressed by public opinion at 
home, staggering under the bur- 
den of arms and raw-material 
shortages, the British government 
wants to prove to its people that 
it has made the ultimate possible 
concession, saving honor and com- 
mon sense, to get the Russians to 
a serious talk. The British, who 
fear that the Russians may walk 
out on the conference which has 
proved so stiff from their point 
of view, want the Russians to walk 
out only on an issue so clear that 
the British people will accept any 
sacrifice demanded of them in 
the future. 

The United States position re- 
flects the different tone of Ameri- 
can public opinion, convinced now 
that the only way to talk to the 
Russians is to talk tough. The 
Americans are willing, and have 
agreed with the French and Brit- 
ish, on minor concessions of word 
or item to thé Russians, but on 
the great core issue, they feel that 
there can be no yielding in phrase 
which will give the Russians a 
finger-grip for a propaganda coun- 
ter-attack. 

Faced with an opposition di- 
vided in temper, Gromyko has not 
been very astute. He has chosen 
to solidify rather than separate 
them. ' 
At the beginning of the confer- 
ence, he made a target of Alexan- 
der Parodi, the shrewd French 
deputy. Thus, twitting Parodi on 


he would say: “At last the French 
delegate dares to say something;” 
or, trying to scratch an old 
wound, he would say to Parodi, 
who was a great leader of the 
French underground agairst the 
Germans, “the French delegate 
should certainly understand our 
position on Germany.” More re- 
cently he has switched to the 
British who, of all the three West- 
ern powers, have been the most 
eager to talk with the Russians, 
and has referred to Ernest Davies, 
the British representative, as a 
“cannibal.” 

Gromyko’s Tactics. 


Gromyko’s tactics!are as old as 
Soviet diplomacy—the tactics of 
talking at a round table, not with 
the partners in the negotiations, 
but over their heads to the peo- 
ple, the “oppressed masses” whom 
they fancy wait for their “appeal 
to reason.” ‘ 
This tactic goes back to the be- 
ginning of Soviet diplomacy and 
the negotiations of the Russians 
with Imperial Germany at Brest- 
Litovsk in 1918. Except that at 
Brest-Litovsk, the Soviets were 
captained by J.eon_ Trotsky, 
backed by Lenin, two brilliant 
men-of-the-world; and Gromyko 
is a bureaucrat of the Soviet for- 
eign office, brought up in the 
closed, stale chambers of the 
Soviet system. 

This conference might break up 
this week or it ght go on for 
several more weeks. Gromyko 
has not, since the first week of 
the conference, presented a new 
Soviet draft of an agenda, al- 
though the Western deputies have 
presented several. is conces- 
sions have always been made in 
individual paragraphs linked to- 
gether in what order and what 
logic no one knows. 

The Western delegates keep 
their bargaining tactics secret but 
the best guess is that, pending 
a new Soviet agenda, they will 
now try to summarize the secon- 
dary areas on which agreement 
has been found probable. This 
will leave the core issue of arma- 
ments up in the air. 

It is quite probable that if the 
Russians want a conference at all, 
they will have to accept the two 
agendas, leaving it to the foreign 
ministers themselves to decide 
whether the “level” or “reduc-

Loss of China 
Big Blunder 

US. Shoulé Have 
Given Chiang 


More Aid Against 
Reds, He Says.

| HE loss of vast China to Com- 
munism—‘“the greatest polit- 
ical mistake ...in a hundred 
years in the Pacific’—keys Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s split over 
Far East policy with the Truman 
Administration. 

The general so characterized 
the los of China to the ‘Reds in 
his testimony before two Senate 
committees yesterday, sharply 
challenging Administration China 
policy. 

By -:mplication he made clear 
his view that the assistance pro- 
vided Chiang Kai-shek around the 
time of the victory over Japan in 
the Pacific was insufficient to 
help Chiang overcome his Com- 
munist enemies. MacArthur told 
Senators his solution in 1945 
would have been to give the Chi- 
nese government enough aid to 
have checked the growing tide of 
Communism.; 

“A very little help and assis- 
tance in my belief at that time 
would have accomplished that 
purpose,” he said. The question- 
ing did not extend to what form 
he thinks the help should have 
taken. 7 

Administration’s Stand. 

The Administration position has 
been that about $2,000,000,000 
worth of postwar aid was fur- 
nished to Chiang, without count- 
ing sales of surplus United States 
war goods at marked-down prices, 

But, as the Truman Adminis- 
tration has made clear, this coun- 
try’s policy was designed to pro- 
duce a peaceful settlement in 
China. It was not designed to en- 
courage Chiang to try to over- 
come the Communists by force of 
arms. 

MacArthur declared the Ad- 
ministration’s 1945-46 policy of 
seeking a merger of the Chinese 
Communists and Nationalists 
never had a chance.

United States efforts to avoid 
further Nationalist - Communist 
fighting were summarized with 
the publication in the white paper 
of a statement made by Truman 
on Sept. 14, 1945, to T. V. Soong

Truman said the United States 
was prepared to help China— 
meaning the Nationalist Govern- 
ment—build up “armed forces of. 
moderate size” for internal se- 
curity and establishing control of 
areas liberated from the Japanese, 
Then Truman added: 

“Having in mind statements by 
the Generalissimo (Chiang Kai- 
shek) that, China’s internal politi- 
cal difficulties will be settled by 
political methods, it should be 
clearly understood that military 
assistance furnished by the United 
States would not Le diverted for 
use in fratricidal warfare or to 
support undemoé¢ratic adminis- 
tration.” :

The Nationalist regime has un- 
dergone considerable purification 
since it retreated from the main- 
‘land. Unfortunately it has not 
achieved the complete change of 
heart, of outlook and of composi- 
tion so necessary to the restora- 
tion of its popularity with the 
mainland population. 


To be sure there have been 
some substantial gains. Many of 
the corrupt and die-hard person- 
alities of mainland days have 
been weeded out of the govern- 
ment or have simply taken off 
for foreign parts. The men in 
key positions are for the most 
part persons of reputed integrity, 
though their ability-does not al- 
ways match their honesty. If 
there is corruption it is on a 
smaller scale than in several 
other Asian countries. 

Corruption in U. S. Publicized. 

‘ Indeed, one cannot mention 
corruption in Agia these days 
without risk. of being told off 
about the imperfections of our 
own country. The recent dis- 
closures of graft, organized crime 
and unethical practices in the 
United States have been well pub- 
licized in Asian countries.: One 
is reminded, also, that in Asia, 
government servants are nortori- 
ously underpaid and hence - sub- 
ject ‘to greater temptations. A 
cabinet minister in’ Formosa put 
it to me this way: “I am earning 
the equivalent of forty American 
dollars a month, plus allowance. 
I cannot support my family on 
that salary, so I am selling off 
some of my personal possessions. 
What would you do under the 
same circumstances?” 

I had to admit that it was a 
good question. 

The personality of President 
Chiang Kai-shek dominates the 
Formosa scene as it ‘once domi- 
nated the mainland. Around him, 
and in high places in govern- 
ment, stand the most loyal of his 


followers. Chiang has not 


changed much except in years.

Recently I made a brief visit to Formosa, and I got the feeling 
that there is more than a little truth to the analysis. 


He remains austere, stubbort 
and very much a Methodist. At 
the top, government is still pret- 
ty much a one-party affair, with 
Chiang’s party, the Kuomintang, 
in the saddle. It is only fair to 
add that several lesser parties 
have token representation. 


Many Major Concessions. 

There have been important 
concessions, however, at middle 
and lower levels. County and city 
leadership, for instance, is now 
elective. The elections, which be- 
gan last July, at first brought 
defeat to a number of Kuomin- 
tang favorites, in favor of Formoa- 
sans of independent views. This 
gave the party a scare, and some 

litical pressure was applied in 

ter ballotings. In general, how- 
ever, the elections have been. hon- 
estly conducted and represent! a 
step forward in Formosa’s polit- 
ical development. ; 


Also significant. are the rural 
reforms carried out by the gov- 
ernment with co-operation and 
support from the Joint Commis- 
sion on Rural Reconstruction, a 
Sino-American offshoot of ECA. 
Chen Cheng, the Premier, has 
given the full weight of his 
authority to this program, which 
sets a limit of 37 per cent of the 
crop on land rents. With this 
impetus, plus ECA fertilizer aid 
and good growing weather, For- 
mosa’s farmers were‘ able last 
year to produce the biggest rice 
crop in Formosa’s history. The 
island not only has enough rice 
for its own needs; it will be able 
to export more than 50,000 tons. 

The fly in the ointment of the 
rural program is that heavy taxes 
are eating away a sizable part of 
the farmers’ gains. Heavy taxes 
are probably unavoidable. With 
more than 60 per cent of its rev- 
enues going to the support ofa 
huge army, the Nationalist regime 


is in difficult ecotiomic straits.

Gen. MacArthur was at pains to argue that 
the policy he advocates had previously been 
advocated by the Joint Chiefs of Staff. But in 
this he showed a none too careful regard for 
the record. He failed to prove that the Joint 
Chiefs on Jan. 12 had recommended a Korean 
strategy “practically identical” with his. ? 

First of all, the Joint Chiefs’ recommendation 
on Jan. 12, if Gen. MacArthur has presented it 
right, was not by any means “practically identi- 
cal” with his own. As Senator Russell's ques- 
tioning brought out, the Joint Chiefs had gone 
no farther than to recommend “air reconnais- 
sance” of China and Manchuria, whereas Gen. 
MacArthur was demanding the bombing of sup- 
ply bases there. There is a vast difference. 

In his speech to the jdint session of Congress 
Gen. MacArthur expressed his own program 
both ways. At one point he proposed “air 
reconnaissance” and at another point he said 
he had asked permission “to destroy the enemy 
built-up bases north of the Yalu.” His claim 
to have the support of the Joint Chiefs now 
turns out to have been based on the first state- 
ment only, but it is on the second that he bases 
his claim to a superior strategy for Korea. 

Quite apart from this confusion, deliberate 
or not, the difference in dates between the Joint 
Chiefs’ proposal and Gen. MacArthur's present 
campaign is relevant. The Joint Chiefs’ study 
came out at a time when the Chinese Commu- 
nist offensive was scoring deep’ gains, a time 
when it was not even certain whether the 
United Nations troops could hold in Korea. 
What might have been an appropriate strategy 
then is not necessarily an apprépriate one now 
that the Reds’ offensives have been contained. 

* * * 

The general’s confident assertion that Soviet 
Russia cannot and would not intervene if we 
carried the war to China must be read in the 
light of his equally confident belief at Wake 
Island on Oct. 15 that China could not and 
would’ not intervene. 


When Gen. MacArthur says that he believes 
that “the dispositions of the Soviet forces are 
largely defensive,” he engages in speculation. 
It is a speculation which Americans may well 
hope is sustained. by the facts. Yet when the 
stakes are nothing less perhaps than the sur- 
vival of our civilization, no great risk can be 
run. The Communist record in Germany, in 
the Balkans, in Hungary and Czechoslovakia 
establish a pattern of offensive political activity 
by the Reds. How can Gen. MacArthur be con- 


.fident that military offensive will not some day 


follow Russian political offensive? 


On the whole, the general’s testimony leaves 
the situation just where it was. He disagrees 
violently with basic political and strategic de- 
cisions taken by his civilian Commander in 
Chief. Those decisions are the Pregident’s re- 
sponsibility and not Gen. MacArthur’s. 

Even if President Truman had no military 
support for them they would still be his re- 
sponsibility exclusively. But the general’s effort 
to suggest that all the military counsel is’ on 
his side has failed.

Now that the dismissed Pacific commander has 
detailed his differences with the Commander 
in Chief in the most uncdmpromising terms, 
there is little point in secret sessions. Security 
can be protected by reserving for a closed ses- 
sion any information of aid to the enemy—that 
is, greater aid than this display of disunity.

sode. One way for him to continue to do so ‘is 
to allow Gen. MacArthur as much rope as pos- 
sible. Given full information, the American 
people will know what to think and what to do. 
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Hot-Rod Gromyko 


Mr. Gromyko, Soviet Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter, has succeeded in persuading the Paris 
authorities to let him drive through the streets 
at a speed of 100 miles an hour. He has not 
been successful, however, at persuading us that 
the reason he. wants to do it is the reason he 
gave. Mr. Gromyko says there is someone after 
him, and he is running for his life. 


What the deputy foreign minister does not 
convince us of is that anyone is likely to do him

President Truman is right and Gen. MacArthur wrong, editor says, 
but White House must make its policy clear; victory in Korea 
would not bring peace; Communist power cannot be smashed in 
China; suggests 10 points to defend nanan, avoid world war.

When, in his Washington and Chicago 
speeches, Gen. MacArthur emphasized the 
need for what he called a realistic and 
positive Korean policy, he echoed the de- 
sires of most of the American people and 
gave renewed impetus to the formulation 
of such a policy. 


The Washington Administration must 
act in a more positive manner and act 
promptly. It must make its policy and 
the reasons for it clear to the American 
people.

If that would happen, much of our mili- 
tary would be pinned down in 
China, where we could not hope to injure 
the real sotirce of Communist strength, 
which lies in the Soviet Union.

That is the risk a the President sees it. 
President Truman is trying consciously 
and deliberately ‘to limit the scope of a 
small. war, He‘seeks a negotiated peace, 
rather than a military victory. He is try- 
ing to harmonize the American policy with 
i of the United Nations.

Bucolic Passion 
MAGA, by Maurice Hindus. (Doubleday & Co., 

314 pgs., $3.) 

Maurice Hindus’ new novel is a tale 
about a handsome young Pole named 
Mike Koziol who comes to America early 
in the present century. Because he has 2 
love for the soil, Mike is unhappy with 
city life and decides, after two years in 
Brooklyn, to take a job 4s a helper on a 
farm near the town of Pineville in cen- 
tral New York State. 

No serious problems arise until Mike 
falls in love with a neighboring farmer’s 
wife. Magda is an American-born Polish 
girl, beautiful, passionate, and unhappily 
married. She tries to seduce Mike and al- 
most succeeds. Her next attempt—to se- 
duce her husband’s newly arrived immi- 
grant helper—does succeed, and her hus- 
band commits suicide after brooding over 
the approaching birth of a child which 
is not his own. Following this tragedy, 
Mike leaves Pineville, goes to Texas, and 
eventually marries his 


vivid memory. The 
story does not end 
here, but there is no 
néed to reveal what 
happens when Mike 
meets his old flame 
after an absence of 
37 years. 

' More important 
than the concluding 
wrinkles of the plot 
is the fact that Mag- 
da and Mike are pal- 
lid creatures beside 
the old maz Titus 
Lockwood who is 
Mike’s employer. Titus is a man whose 
love for his pine trees, domestic animals, 
and honey bees sometimes exceeds the 
bounds of reason. Honest, hot-tempered, 
and a character in the slangy sense, Titus 
steals the show. 

The author a his story with passages 
expounding his much too pth py view of 
early twentieth-century. and present-day 
rural American society. The panegyric 
even includes the economic and — 
logical changes in farm life that 
taken place during the past 30 or 40 years. 
These changes are spoken of as a mighty 
revolution “achieved within a brief . 
time, with seither blood nor battle. neither 
protest nor acrimony, with profit and 
pleasure for all.” 

The events which Mr. Hindus has chosen 
to write about hold tantalizing possibilities 
for a first-rate novel. But the awkward- 
ness in the handling of the passage of 
time, the failure to exploit the local set- 
ting, the presence of semi-animate char- 
acters, the unsuitability of the first per- 
son narrative technique, and the con- 
stant starry-eyed eulogizing are grave 
faults which Titus’ glarnetive personality 
cannot possibly outweigh.

Would Our Allies Fight? 


This is the hard fact which has 
to be taken into full account by 
anyone who wishes to judge re- 
sponsibly the issues that are now 
being debated. 

The use of the British and 
French bases, though it would be 
indispensable if, we were at war 
with the Soviet Union, cannot be 
taken for granted under any and 
all circumstances. The bases do 
not belong to us: the bases in 
both British and French territory 
could not be used unless and: 
until Britain and France had de- ' 
clared war. : 

It is by no means certain, it | 
cannot at all be taken for grant- 
ed, that they would or could de- 
clare war against the Soviet 
Union in Europe if the Soviet 
Union confined its action to the 
Far East. We must remember 
that the North Atlantic pact has 
nothing to do with the Far East. 

I am not suggesting or imply- 
ing that our British and French 
allies would not stand by us if 
we ourselves were the victims of 
plain aggression in the Far East. 
I believe they would stand Ty us. 
But I mean to say that we must 
not count upon their support if, 
against their strong objections, 
we involve ourselves in a general 
Asian war.

HE SENATE inquiry vow beginning gould serve to. put the 
Kerean war in a. new and objective ‘light.

‘The goal of 

the Joint Chiefs is to try to show 
as objectively as possible that 
there are two strategies for Asia, 
a MacArthur strategy and a JCS 
strategy, and the differences be- 
tween these strategies and how 
they relate to our national se- 
curity. With such a presentation 
before them the American people 
will be able to reach their own 
conclusions: 


More U.S. Power in Asia. 


The fundamental divergence .of 
these two strategies is over widen- 
jing the war now going on. The 
Joint Chiefs probably would agree 
with MacArthur that bombing at- 
tacks on Manchuria and a block- 
ade of the China coastline would 
not bring Soviet Russia into the 
war.. This is one of the points 
MacArthur has stressed in his 
public speeches. 

But MacArthur intimates — in 
his talk in Chicago he came close 
to saying it directly—that his 
strategy would bring a quick vic- 
tory and the saving of American 
lives. Here, as the inquiry may 
develop, is perhaps the major 
difference in the.thinking of two 
sides. 

Conceding that Soviet Russia 
would not come into the conflict, 
the JCS nevertheless believe 
that to take the steps advocated 
by MacArthur would mean the 
commitment of much more of 
America’s armed strength and 
for an indefinite period to Asia. 

The belief is that American 
power, both in being and still to 
come the assembly line, would 
be increasingly sucked into the 
China venture and that thereby 
America’s position in the world 
would be gravely weakened 


On Your 


It jis just at this point that 
some documentation could be 
useful in pointing up recent his- 
tory. The files of the Defense 
Department ‘show how the Jap- 
anese were committed to throw- 
ing e and more of their 
power into the Chinese morass. 

Japan developed one of the 
most powerful military machines 
ever put together. It was backed 
by a warlike aggressiveness that 
characterized almost every level 
of the population. 


Japan’s Chinese Involvement. 


Yet once locked in combat with 
the Chinese dragon, the Japanese 
were forced to commit ever 
larger resources. This was true 
even in the. face of the greater 
war that they precipitated with 
the attack at Pearl Harbor. Vic- 
tory and an end of their Chinese 
involvement became more and 
more a phantom leading to great- 
er losses of blood and treasure. 

In the Pentagon, careful an- 
alyses of Japanese secret files 
show this story with what the 
JCS believe to be uncontestable 
conclusiveness. And compared to 
the United ‘States, Japan was 
next door to China with no need 
to carfy men and materiel across 
thousands of miles of ocean. 


To help cateh America in such 
a trap would seem to fit per- 
fectly into Russia’s scheme ef 
world domination. Without par- 
ticipating directly, the Soviets 
could furnish the Communist 
Chinese with enough arms to 
keep them going. This is exactly 
what is happening in Korea to- 
day. To produce the same situa- 
tion on a scale anywhere from 
10 to 20 times larger can hardly 
seem a desifable result. 


Our Self-Inflicted Wounds. 


How long the present investiga- 
tion wil go on no one can say. 
It will probably continue at least 
through this month. To those 
who realize the picture that it 
presents to the world of an 
America torn and divided, bleed- 
ing from self-inflicted wounds, it 
is a source of great depression. 
It was put this way by one who 
has tried, from the Republican 
side of the fence, to keep an 
area of agreement in the ap- 
proach to foreign policy: 

“We are committing hari-kari 
in front of the rest of the world. 
While we prosecute our civil war 
at home we are losing Iran, In- 
dia, large areas of the earth vital 
to us in peace or in war. If you 
ask me where it will lead, I can- 
not tell you.” 

This may have been said in a 
moment of unwarranted gloom. 
But it is hard in view of what is 


happening to feel much optimism.

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House Group Says Con- 
cerns Lied to Get Ex- 
port Licenses, Which 
Were Suspended. 


WASHINGTON, May 4 (UP)— 
A House appropriations subcom- 
mittee today identified seven New 
York City dealers accused by the 
Government of being involved in 
attempts to ship strategic United 
States materials to Communist- 
controlled countries. 


The report said the materials 
included ball bearings, chemicals 
and electronic equipment which 
the dealers shipped, or tried to 
ship, to Western Europe for ille- 
gal trans-shipment behind the 
iron curtain. 

It said the dealers, knowing the 
shipments were earmarked for 
Communist dealers, lied to the 
Government to obtain export li- 
censes. The quantity of the ma- 
terials was not disclosed, nor was 
it made clear what portion ac- 
tually reached Communist coun- 
tries. 

Little Getting Through Now. 

The report quoted a Depart- 
ment of Commerce spokesman 
that now “only a very small por-

material exported to Western 
Europe is slipping behind the 
iron curtain. 

The Government cracked down 
in each of the seven cases. The 
dealers’ export licenses were re- 
voked from periods ranging from 
four months to the duration of 
export controls, which officials 
say may stay in force indefinitely.

NIN: STEEL FOR USE

| WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP)— 
The Government today ordered 
another 5 per cent cut in the 
use of steel for passenger’ auto- 
tomobiles and station wagons. 
The cutback is effective June 1. 
It- reduces permitted consump- 
tion to 75 per cent of the level 
in the first half of 1950. 

On July 1, the National Pro- 
duction Authority announced, a 
further expected cut will reduce 
usage to 70 per cent for passen- 
ger cars, station wagons and 
light trucks. 

At mid-year also, NPA said, 
it is expected the steel going 
into medium trucks will be limi- 
ted to 100 per cent of the early- 
1950 level and, for heavy trucks

ARLY every morning, long be- 
F fore most St. Louisans start 

their day, representatives of 
the companies offering fruit on 
the auction are down at the ware- 
house arranging their displays of 
shipments which arrived during 
the night. Each box is marked 
with the name and grade of fruit, 
the name of the shipper and a 
designating sale number. Here in 
colorful array—a kirid of super, 
king-sized fruit stand—samples 


from each car await the inspec- _ 


tion of the buyers, who arrive in 


time to examine the day’s offer- 


ings before the auction begins. 

In the meantime, empty trucks 
have started to roll down to Sec- 
ond and Carr. At 8 o’clock you 
will find them parked at an angle, 
fender to fender, lining the street 
for several blocks. They repre- 
sent the commission houses up on 


_the Row and most of the larger 


markets and chain stores around 
town. The small. grocers, of 
course, buy through the commis- 
sion houses; the large outfits do 
their own bidding. The drivers 
loiter about, waiting until the 
auction gets under way and they 
receive their- orders from « the 
buyers. 

The auction itself is held in a 
large auditorium on the third 
floor, looking much like a .court 
room. The men sit at double 
desks, reminiscent of school days, 
facing a raised platform where 
representatives of the shippers 
are seated around a large table. 
Above them, in a pulpit-like box, 
stands John Stroh, the veteran 
auctioneer and manager of the 
auction. Each buyer is furnished 
with a sort of program listing 
the day’s offerings in the order in 
which they will be sold. 

The moment you-step into the 
room you sense the drama of the 
situation. These men are. quiet, 
tense, as they follow the bidding. 
And well they may be—they are 
‘making split-second decisions in- 
volving thousands of dollars.

LL bidding is silent—and the 
buyers make every effort to 
conceal their bids from one 
another. They use such devices as 
hand signals, a casual nod of the

. mission houses, we tried to follow

WO-HAND Samba is much 
more like two-hand Canasta 
than are the four-hand ver- 
sions of the two games. The idea 
of drawing two cards and discard- 
ing one at each turn is common to 
both games in their two-player 
forms; so is the strategy of post- 
poning making any meld unless 
you are able to take the pack 
while doing so. 
Take this hand for an example: 


Having drawn, and needing only 
50, you would make the initial 
meld for your side in a four-hand 
game by putting down Q-J-10-9-8 
of diamonds. You wouldn’t wait 
to take the’ pack, or anything else; 
you want to get that meld on the 
table so your partner can add a 


king or seven to it as soon as pos- 
sible. In fact, you want to put it 
down fast because you are afraid 
he may use one of these cards in 
some other meld of his own. Then 
it might happen that neither one 
of you was able to get one of the 
five remaining cards (with three 
decks there are three cards of 
each rank and denomination). 
And since you are never able to 
use a wild card in a sequence 
meld, that would mean you could 
not complete the samba—worth 
1500 points—toward which you 
have such an excellent start. 


But in two-hand play of course 
you wouldn’t make any meld, be- 
cause you have no partner to help 
you complete that samba anyway. 
You will have to do the job all by 
yourself, and putting down part of 
a samba merely warns your oppo- 
nent to hang onto all the cards 
that would help you complete it. 


As advice on early melding in 
two-hand play: First four turns, 
don’t meld anything short of a 
complete samba. Fourth to eighth 
turns: Meld. natural canastas. 
After your eighth draw: Put down 
mixed canastas. But never meld 
a sequence of less than samba 
an (seven cards) except to go 
out.

ASE A-318: Dr. Henry Hitt Crane, of Detroit, recently 
dined with me and we were discussing the vital need for 
a Scientific Dating Foundation.

They'd also be required to send in a current photograph, plus 
am certificate attesting to their health, plus the names 
of three or four. references as to their character, plus a nom- 
inal registration fee of maybe $5. 

Then the field agent, such as a young clergyman, would 
be asked to call on the applicant for a brief interview. He 
would likewise check with the references to make sure the 
applicant was a bona fide individual, eligible for marriage if

OST of those brought to the 
M village are between the ages 
of five and 12. Here they live 

in families, 16 children of the 
same nationality in a home with 
a house-mother and a house- 
father of their own country. 
These foster-parents encourage 
the national traditions in lan- 
guage, religion and customs. 
Each house contains a classroom 
and workshop where instruction 
is given in the child’s own tongue. 
In addition, English and Ger- 
man are taught, the latter being 
needed when the children go on 
to the local high school later. Fre- 
quently problems have arisen 
when children learned that Ger- 
man is the official language in 
that part of Switzerland. Many 
have come to the village feeling 
that all who speak German must 
be Nazis. Finding, however, that 
their benefactors, to whom they 
owe so much, also speak it, has 
helped. greatly in wiping out this 
psychological barrier. Last year 
when Peter came from Hamburg, 
the Polish boys were the first to 
offer to make him a pair of skis. 
In the Village the teachings of 
the great Eighteenth Century 
Swiss educator, Heinrich Pesta- 
lozzi, are closely followed. He 
believed children should be taught 
to help themselves and that edu- 
cation should be an extension of 
the living room. So Kinderdorf 
homes have no servants. The chil- 
dren help with all the household 
duties — from making beds to 
shining shoes. The older ones 
look after the younger, help in 
the gardens and tend the animals. 
Everything is done to assure 
them a happy childhood, with 
their education an intermingling 
of book-learning, work and play. 
The small community of 14 
houses has, besides its several 
hundred children and their “pa- 
rents,” 28 “assistants” and a great 
many pets. Aro, the big, black 
dog, the a favorite with everyone, 


while Coco, the shaggy donkey, 


pokes his friendly nose into your 
hand, whether you're a resident 
or a stranger. 

When we visited the Hamburg 
House a toy town was going up 
in the workshop. The four boys 
who .had made all the buildings 
represented four different na- 
tionalities. 

In the Austrian House a small 
towhead came skipping up to ask 
if he might take his stamps out 
to show to his friend from the 
Italian House. Soan Karl and 
Patrizio were standing at the rail 
fence, earnestly comparing their 
possessions. 

How these children from 50 
many different countries manage 


to talk with one another is one 
of the wonders of this interna- 
tional village. “We laugh a lot,” 
said one girl, “and then you don’t 
need to know many words.” 
Having everyone working to- 
gether on gardening, music, dra- 
matics and spare time hobbies, 
does much toward breaking down 
language barriers. Outside con- 
tacts with Swiss children in 


neighboring towns are also en-. 


couraged, with such events as 
community fetes, ski meets and 
varied sport activities. 

Eleanor Bussell, the only Amer- 
ican teacher at the Kinderdorf 
at present, knew only a few words 
of German when she arrived from 
Illinois two years ago. “It amused 
the children to see me struggling 
with the language,” she said, “so 
they offered to ‘trade’ words.” 

Miss Bussell, who teaches crafts 
and English (for her maintenance 
only) is a bit of a curiosity there. 
Knowing she comes from far-off 
America, the children treat her 
with special deference, often 
standing in line to shake hands 
with her .when they leave the 
classroom.

Having a doll of 
her own to cuddle has brought 
out all the maternal instinct in 
her. Now she is warm and af- 
fectionate toward everyone and 
mothers her “baby” by the hour.
